The  (I.  \V.  P.  shall  preside  in  the  fJrand  Pivision.  He 
shall  liave  j)0\ver  to  vi»il;  any  Snljovdinate  l)i\ision  nndi-r  his 
jurisdiction,  and  re(|nire  a  compliance  with  the  rules  and  usa- 
fXes  of  the  Order.  He  may  sunnnon  any  one  of  tlio  Grand 
Onicers.  and  require  from  him  information  respecting  hisofIic(r 
He  shall  ap])nint  all  odicers  Avhich  may  be  re((nit'ed  in  this 
(Jraud  Division,  unless  cthcrAvi.e  ordered.  He  shall  liave 
f)OAVor  to  call  special  sessions,  -when  requested  in  -Nvritinfj:  by 
a'c  least  five  meml)ers,  representing;"  not  less  than  two  Subor-

The  Grand  Scribe  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  pro 
ceedings  of  the  Grand  Division.  lie  sh;dl  keep  a  correct  ro 
of  the  members,  and  notify  meetings,  lie  shall,  as  soon  as 
possible,  fui'iilsli  the  chaivman  (he  who  is  first  appointed)  of 
every  committee,  with  a  copy  of  so  much  of  the  minutes  as  re- 
lates to  the  business  of  such  committee.  lie  shall  receive,  file,

Neither  shall  any  brotlier  appear 
in  the  regalia  of  the  Order,  at  any  concert,  festival,  public

RULE  XX.

ARTICLE  I. 

Any  Graivl  .>(riccr  bein.2  absent  from  any  mcetin.c, 
the  G.  AV.  r.  or  other  ju-esidinn;  officer,  shall  appoinr, 
in  open  uieetina.  some  one  to  occupy  the  place  of  that  absent 
odi'jer,  pro  Itmporc. 

AllTICLE  II. 

Tlie  ]n"esuling  oflicer  in  any  meeting  of  the  Grand  Di- 
vision shall  have  no  vote  while  in  the  cliair,  excej)t  in  a 
case  of  a  tie,  or  of  an  election  by  ballot,  or  Avhen  the  yeas  or 
nays  are  called. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The    0.   W.    r.    when    making   official   visits  to    Subor- 
<linate  Divisions,  shall  cause  his'intention  to  be  announced; 
he  shall  enter  clothed  in  his  proper  regalia,  and  shall  be  re- 
ceived in  accordance  with  the  estalilished  rules  and  iisages  of 
the  Order. 

AIITICT.E  IV. 

Such  delegate  or  delegates  as  may  have  ori^anized  or 
V,' sited  any  Subordinate  Division,  shall  report  his  or  their 
]»roceedings  in  -\vritini>-,  to  the  Grand  Division,  as  soon  there- 
after as  possible  ;  and  every  such  rejwrt  shall  :>e  disposed  of 
i)y  the  Grand  Division  according  to  the  merits  of  the  case. 

ARTICLE  V.

All  Y<elitions,  complaints  and  appeals,  from  any  per- 
son or  jiersons,  except  verbal  appeals  from  the  decision 
of  th(!  presiding  oflicer,  on  points  of  order,  shall  l)e  ])resented 
in  Avritinii'  to  tiie  (rrnnd  Division,  and  shall  be  ])reserved  <jn 
fde.  and  not  recorded  in  full  on  the  records  of  the  ( J  -and 
division,  unless  by  special  order  on  the  subject. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

At  every  meetiuff  of  the  Grand  Division,  the  G.  S. 
shall  make  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings,  on  loose  paper, 
or  in  a  minute  book,  and  at  each  mectino-,  th(;  minutes  of  the 
last  precdling  session  shall  be  read,  correct^-d  if  lujcdiul,  and 
approved  ;  after  •which  a])proval  and  uot  before,  Ihey  shall  be 
made  a  matter  of  record  in  the  Book  of  Records  by  the  Cr.  S. 

ARTICLE  IX.

have  charge  o+'all  the  financial  inteiests  of  the  Division. 

ARTICLE  Xiy.

ARTICLE  XV.
